H E vaft  Importance  of  the  Truft: 
repofed  in  this  Society,  and  the 
many  and  arduous  Duties  refulting 
from  it,  have  doubtlefs  impreffied 
every  Member  of  which  it  conlilts  with  the 
moil  anxious  Solicitude.  In  the  Propagation 
of  the  Gofpel  in  Foreign  Parts,  he  cannot  be 
infenlible  to  the  Confsquences  with  which 
every  falfe  Step  is  connected.  He  fees  the 
Difficulty  of  preventing  Error,  and  the  fldl 
greater  Difficulty  of  checking  its  Growth,  when 
once  it  hath  taken  Root.  The  Controui  of 
dillant  Churches  is  not  of  eafy  Arrangement ; 
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neither  is  a corredt  Knowledge  of  their  fpiritual 
State  always  to  be  obtained.  The  Channel 
through  which  the  Information  circulates,  is 
not  unfrequently  fubjedt  to  the  Management  of 
thofe,  who  may  have  an  Intereft  in  diverting 
its  Courfe,  or  totally  obftrudting  its  Paflage. 
The  Qualifications  neceflary  to  a Mifiionary 
are  many  and  rare;  the  Numbers  from  which 
he  is  feledted  few  and  fcanty.  The  Nature  of 
the  Million  requires  in  the  fame  Individual, 
the  Vigour  of  Youth,  with  the  Difcretion  of 
Old  Age  ; the  Zeal  of  the  Enthufiaft,  with 
the  Temper  and  Sobriety  of  the  Chriftian 
Teacher.  Thefe  are  Difficulties  of  no  ordi- 
nary Size : They  are  coeval  however,  with 
the  Inftitution  itfelf,  and  have  hitherto  been 
furmounted  under  Circumftances  of  greater 
Difcouragement  than  thofe  which  at  prefent 
remain.  Were  indeed  the  Difficulties  encreaf- 
ing  upon  our  Hands,  they  could  only  furnifh 
us  with  freffi  Argument  for  encreafed  Energy 
and  Exertion.  The  Attempt  to  propagate  the 
Gofpel  cau  never  be  abandoned.  It  is  therefore 
Matter  of  great  Confolation,  that  many  of  the 
•Obftacles  which,  in  the  Infancy  of  this  Infti- 
tution,  appeared. to  be  of  a Size  almoft  infur- 

mountable. 
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mountable,  have  gradually  fublided  to  the  Pru- 
dence, and  temperate  Firmnefs,  with  which 
they,  have  been  met. 

A ffiort  Comparifon  of  the  State  in  which 
this  Society  found  the  Northern  Continent  of 
America,  when  its  earlieft  Efforts  were  di- 
rected thither,  with  the  situation  of  the  fame 
Tiatft  of  Country,  as  it  now  Hands,  in  re- 
fpcdt  to  Morals  and  Religion,  will  fupply  us 
with  abundant  Caufe-  of  Exultation,  and  fur- 
niffi  us  with  ample  Encouragement  to  proceed 
in  the  Work,  which  our  Anceftors  have  wifely 
and  pioufly  marked  out  to  us. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  firft  Settlers  in 
North  America  were  private  Adventurers  j pof- 
feffing  indeed  Grants  from  the  Crown,  but  in 
whatever  concerned  their  Civil  or  Religious 
Government,  left  to  their  own  Difcretion. 

The  Experiment,  at  belt,  was  of  doubtful 
Event.  The  Difficulties  with  which  the  hrfl 
Adventurers  had  to  ftruggle,  were  of  a Nature 
to  create  much  Uncertainty  as  to  the  Eftablhh- 
ment  and  Duration  of  the  Colonies.  In  the 
Outfet  of  the  Scheme,  their  Civil  Inftitutions 
were  little  more  than  do  medic  Arrangements  : 
Their  religious  Worfhip  did  not  extend  beyond 
private  Prayer. 


The 
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The  firft  Settlers  from  this  Country  were  of 
various  Sedts-  and  Denominations;  agreeing 
only  in  their  Diffent  from  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land. They  were  met  by  Adventurers  from 
other  Countries,  of  ftill  different  religious 
Perfuafions.  No  Community  of  Worfhip  ex- 
ited among  them.  If  the  Morals  or  Manners 
of  the  firft  Adventurers  be  the  Subjects  of  our 
Inquiry,  we  fhall  not  be  furprized  to  find,  that 
they  ftill  retained  fome  Refemblance  to  thofc 
of  the  Nations  from  which  they  were  derived. 
The  Habits  of  Decency  and  good  Order,  in- 
feparable  from  Civil  Society,  were  not  at  once 
to  be  gotten  rid  of : But  had  they  been  left  to 
wear  out  by  Time,  had  the  Imprefiions  which 
the  firft  Settlers  carried  over  with  them  re- 
ceived no  frefh  Touches  from  the  Mother 
Country,  there  is  every  Reafon  to  apprehend, 
that  a few  Generations  would  have  totally  ob- 
literated them;  and  that  inftead  of  communi- 
cating Habits  of  Order  and  Morality  to  the 
Nations  of  America,  the  Europeans  would 
themfelves  have  caught  the  Infedfion  from 
favage  Life,  and  lapfed  into  a State  of  Incivili- 
zation and  Barbaiifm.  A State  of  all  others  the 
moft  abjedt  and  deplorable;  from  which  indeed 
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we  are  told,  by  an  ingenious  Cafuift,  * there  is 
fcarcely  a Hope  of  Redemption.  Whether 
this  Eflimate  of  the  Confequences  be  over- 
charged, it  is  needlefs  at  prcfent  to  inquire ; 
it  is  fufficient  for  our  Purpofe  that  the  Diffi-  - 
culty  of  reclaiming  them  would  hvae  been 
great,  and  that  the  Danger  of  a Lapfe  was 
obvious  and  imminent.  It  is  a Queftion  much 
2gitated  by  moral  Philofophers,  whether  there 
be  planted  in  the  Bread:  of  Man  an  indindive 
Impulfe,  which  fecretly,  and  in  Defiance  of 
himfelf,  urges  him  imperceptibly  forward  to 
Improvement;  or  whether,  on  the  other  hand, 
he  carry  about  him  a native  Load,  which 
always  tends  to  deprefs  and  degrade  him  from 
the  Height  to  which  lie  has  laborioudy  at- 
tained, and  which  calls  for  all  the  Energy  and 
Exertion  he  poflefles,  to  repel  and  counterad 
its  Effeds.  The  Event,  whatever  be  the 
Tendency  of  his  Nature,  will  depend  largely 
upon  the  Examples  which  prevail  around  him. 
The  Manners,  and  even  Virtues,  of  polilhed 
Society,  are  caught  by  Imitation,  and  Bar- 
barifm  is  infedious.  The  ruded  Mind  cannot 
be  infenfible  to  the  Security,  and  Eafe,  and 

Elegance-

Elegance,  attached  to  a State  of  Civilization. 
But  Savage  Life  is  not  without  its  Charms. 
The  prominent  Feature  of  the  one  is  Safety ; 
and  of  the  other  an  almoft  unbounded  Licence 
of  Action.  The  principal  Purpofe  of  Civil 
Inftitutions  is  to  regulate  and  controul  the 
relative  Adlions  of  Men.  In  the  Completion 
<?f  this  Purpofe,  every  Member  of  Civil  So- 
ciety has  an  acknowledged  and  undoubted 
Intereft.  But  whether  this  Intereft  follow  him 
into  the  uncultivated  Quarters  of  the  Globe, 
whether  it  operate  upon  him  in  his  Intercourfe 
with  barbarous  Life,  is  a Queftion  which  may 
admit  of  confiderable  Doubt.  The  Advantages 
he  derives  from  early  Education  give  him  a 
decided  Superiority  over  thofe  with  whom  he 
has  to  traffic.  Much  of  the  Reciprocity  which 
Is  found  in  Civil  Society,  has  no  Place  in  the 
Communications  which  fubfift  between  him 
and  the  Savage.  Here  a main  Spring  to  In- 
tegrity is  broken.  He  fees  no  Danger  in  in- 
dulging his  Inclinations,  however  they  may 
trefpafs  upon  his  Neighbour.  He  has  nothing 
to  fear  from  the  Refentmcnt  of  Mankind,  and 
as  little  perhaps  from  the  Retaliation  of  the 
injured  Party.  Examples  of  Licentioufnefs 

furround 
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furround  him.  Every  Paffion  of  the  human 
Mind  is  let  loofe  before  him.  All  the  arti- 
ficial Restraints  of  Civil  Life  are  at  once  re- 
moved from  his  Sight.  Nothing  remains  to 
controul  his  Appetites,  but  the  Recollection  of 
old  Habits,  and  the  Compunctions  of  religious 
Feeling.  How  long  thefe  are  likely  to  retain 
their  Influence  over  him  it  may  be  difficult  to 
calculate : But  we  are  told  by  the  Hiftorian  * 
of  this  Society,  “ That  the  very  Indian  Dark- 
*•  nefs  was  not  more  gloomy  and  horrid,  than 
“ that^in  which  fome  of  the  Englifh  Inhabi- 
“ tants  of  the  Colonies  lived.’' 

As  their  Numbers  encreafed,  in  confequence 
of  repeated  Emigrations  from  the  Mother 
Country,  the  Danger  of  a Lapfe  into  Savage 
Life  gradually  difappeared.  The  State  how- 
ever of  Religion  received  but  little  Advantage 
from  the  Acceffion  of  Numbers.  In  the  Lan- 
guage of  the  Charter  of  this  Corporation, 

“ whole  Colonies  and  Plantations,  deftitute 
“ and  unprovided  of  a Maintenance  for  Mi- 
“ nifters,  and  the  public  Worfhip  of  God, 

“ feemed  to  be  abandoned  to  Atheifm,  and  In- 
“ fidelity.”

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Such  was  the  Situation  in  which  this  Society 
found  the  American  Colonies-  The  Work 
they  had  to  accorapliih  was  little  lefs  than  to 
plant  the  Gofpel  anew.  The  Attempt  was 
worthy  of  their  Ambition,  and  the  Event  has 
amply  rewarded  their  Labours.  To  inftrudt 
the  European  Settler,  and  to  convert  the  Negro 
Slave  and  Native  Indian,  were  Objedts  of 
great  Importance  and  of  great  Difficulty.  As 
to  the  ftrft,  it  may  appear  perhaps  to  a fuper- 
ficial  Obferver,  that  little  more  was  required 
than  to  provide  for  the  regular  Adminiftration 
of  Divine  Worffiip.  The  Difficulty,  I appre- 
hend, was  of  a much  larger  Defcription.  To 
the  firft  Settlers  the  fundamental  Principles  of 
Chriftianity  were  unquestionably  known  ; but 
to  their  Pofterity,  who  were  born  in  a Land 
where  no  public  Jnftitutions  were  eftabliffied, 
and  no  public  Worfhip  fubfifted,  the  little 
Stock  of  Religion,  which  had  been  carried  over 
by  their  Anceftors,  was  in  Danger  of  being 
totally  loft.  They  profeffed  indeed  the  Name 
of  Chriftians,  but  they  fcarcely  guefted  at  the 
Duties  connedted  with  the  Profeffion. 

The  Settlements  in  Virginia  and  Maryland 
were  the  firft  to  emerge  from  this  State  of  Dark- 

nefs 
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nefs  and  Ignorance.  They  were  founded  by 
Men  of  conllderahle  Figure  and  Property  in 
the  Mother  Country,  and  confided  for  the  mod 
Part  of  Members  of  the  Church  of  England, 
who  had  no  fooner  provided  for  their  imme- 
diate Wants,  and  guarded  againd  their  common 
Danger,  than  they  hadened  to  divide  their 
refpedtive  Didrifts  into  Parifhes,  and  to  raife 
a Fund  for  the  Maintenance  of  a Minider  in 
each.  The  Abidance  derived  to  them  from 
this  Society  \Vas  lefs,  becaufe  lefs  was  required, 
than  that  which  was  extended  to  the  other 
Settlements.  In  Truth,  the  remaining  Colo- 
nies of  South  and  North  Carolina,  Penlylvania, 
New  York,  New  England,  and  Newfoundland, 
were  in  themfelves  diffident  to  occupy  all  its 
Cares,  and  to  exhaud  all  its  Refources.  In 
Proof  of  their  melancholy  State,  we  may  refer 
to  the  Memorials  * addrelfed  to  this  Society,

Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Qofpel,  has  given  a fliort  Ex- 
tract from  the  feverai  Memorials  of  Governor  Dudley,  Col.  Morris, 
and  Col.  Heathcote  ; From  which  Extract  it  appears,  that  there 
were,  at  the  Time  thefe  Memorials  were  printed,  in  South  Carolina, 
7000  Settlers,  befidcs  Negroes  and  Indians,  living  without  any 
Minider  of  the  Church  of  Engia  . In  North  Carolina  5000 
without  any  Minifter  or  public  Woilhip  whatever  ; their  Children 
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and  recorded  by  the  Hillorian,  to  whom  I have 
already  adverted ; from  which  it  will  appear, 
that  fome  of  the  Colonies  were  without  any 
Minifter  of  the  Church  of  England  others 
without  any  public  Worlhip  whatever and  all 
in  the  lowed  State  of  Cbriftian  Ignorance. 

If  this  were  the  Situation  of  the  European 
Settler,  it  is  needlefs  to  inquire  what  was 
the  Condition  of  the  Negro  Slave,  or-  Native 
Indian. 

Such,  then,  were  the  Materials  upon  which 
this  Society  were  to  work  Reformation  j let 
us  now  calculate  theRefult  of  their  Labours. 

The  United  States  of  America  are  no  longer 
under  the  Protection  or  Controul  of  the  Britilh 
Government.  Grown  up  to  full  Strength  and 

Independence 

not  baptifed ; their  Dead  not  buried  in  a Chriltian  Manner.  In 
Penfylvania  20000,  of  which  not  above  700  frequented  the  Church. 
In  the  two  Jerfeys  15000,  of  which  not  above  600  frequented  the 
Church.  In  New  York  30000,  of  which  not  above  1200  fre- 
quented the  Church.  In  Conncfticut  Colony,  in  New  England* 
30000,  of  which,  <ivben  they  bad  a Minijier  among  them,  about  150 
frequented  the  Church.  In  Rhode  Ifland  and  Naraganfett  10000,  of 
which  about  150  frequented  the  Church.  In  Bolton  and  Pifcataway 
80000,  of  which  600  frequented  the  Church.  In  Newfoundland 
there  were  500  Families  conllantly  refiding  in  the  Place,  and  many 
Thoufands  of  occafional  Inhabitants,  and  no  Sort  of  public  Wor- 
fliip  whatever. 
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Independence  under  the  foftering  Care  of  the 
Mother  Country,  they  ceafe  to  be  attached  to 
her  by  any  other  Ties  than  thole  of  Gratitude, 
of  Affedlion,  and  of  mutQal  Intereft.  The  rapid 
Progrefs  which  thefe  Colonies  have  made  to  Ma- 
turity (a  Progrefs,  I believe,  unprecedented  in 
the  Hiftory  of  Colonization)  can  be  attributed  to 
no  other  Caufe  than  the  generous  Nature  of  that 
Government  from  which  they  are  fprung.  I11 
their  infant  State  every  Affiftance  was  afforded 
them  that  had  the  fmalleft  Tendency  to  im- 
prove their  religious,  or  civil,  or  commercial 
Interests.  The  Mother  Country  felt  no  un- 
feemly  Jealoufy,  no  low-minded  Apprehenfions 
of  their  growing  Strength ; but  contributed 
anxioufly  and  liberally  all  that  was  in  her  Power 
to  accelerate  and  confirm  it.  The  Independ- 
ence which  followed,  is  neither  at  this  Day 
to  be  lamented,  nor  yet  to  be  confidered  as  a 
total  and  entire  Separation  of  the  two  Countries; 
connefted  as  they  are  by  one  common  Intereft, 
and  bound  to  each  other  by  thofe  Ties,  which, 
in  political  Alliances,  are  always  found  to  be 
of  great  Prevalence,  a Similarity  of  Manners, 
of  Language,  of  Laws,  of  Religion.

So  far  as  the  Provinces  of  the  United  States- 
are  concerned,  the  Labours  of  this  Society  are 
now  at  an  End ; but  the  Refult  of  them  will 
be  contemplated  with  honed:  Pride,  to  the 
lated  Period  of  Time.  It  can  never  be  for- 
gotten, that  America  has  derived  much  of  its 
Civilization,  much  of  its  pured  Knowledge 
of  the  Chridian  Faith,  from  the  Indrudtions 
of  this  venerable  Body.  We  found  them  in 
the  lowed  State  of  Society,  in  the  darked  Stage 
of  Ignorance ; we  have  left  them  a great  and 
enlightened  People,  pofleding,  in  every  Walk  of 
Life,  many  eminent  and  didinguilhed  Charac- 
ters ; and,  among  others.  One  of  whom  the 
weftern  World  will  boad,  fo  long  as  her  Story 
iliall  be  told,  and  Virtue  refpedted.  The  Ex- 
tent and  Variety  of  his  Talents,  the  Simplicity 
of  his  Manners,  the  Purity  of  his  Morals,  his 
'well-regulated  Ambition,  his  approved  Patriot- 
ifm,  have  rajiked  him  with  the  tirft  Characters 
of  the  Age.  The  Retreat  of  this  great  Man, 
and  at  this  awful  Cribs,  from  the  high  Station 
which  he  had  fo  long  and  fo  ably  filled,  (an 
Adt  unquedionably  of  great  Deliberation)  has 
attracted  the  Notice,  and  excited  the  Hopes 
and  Fears  of  all  Europe.  Of  fuch  Importance 

and 
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and  of  fuch  Weight,  in  the  Scale  of  the  civi- 
lized World,  are  the  United  States  of  America 
at  this  Hour. 

The  Cares  of  this  Society  are  nnvv  reduced 
to  the  Superintendance,  in  Matters  of  Religion, 
of  the  remaining  Britifh  Settlements  in  the 
Weftern  World.  But  when  I talk  of  the  Reduc- 
tion of  our  Cares,  it  is  very  far  from  my  Purpole 
to  Rate  them  as  unimportant,  or  even  of  fmall 
Difficulty  : A Conclufion  which  neither  the 
Extent  of  Country,  nor  the  Defcription  and 
Number  of  its  Inhabitants,  would  in  the  re- 
moteft  Degree  juftify.  Subfequent  to  the  ac- 
knowledged Independence  of  the  United  States, 
many  Circumftances  have  co-operated  to  en- 
creafe  the  Population  in  the  remaining  Britifh 
Settlements,  in  more  than  ordinary  Progreffion  : 

The  Claims  upon  this  Society  have  kept  pace 
with  the  Growth  of  their  Numbers.  Neither 
in  the  Eftimate  of  what  remains  to  be  done, 
muft  we  lofe  Sight  of  two  Objects  intimately 
connected  with  the  original  Scheme  of  this 
Inflitution,  and  of  great  feparate  Importance,  I » 
nv  .n  the  Converlion  of  the  Negro  Slave  and 
Native  Indian. 


With 
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With  refpedt  to  the  former,  much  I truft: 
has  been  accompli llied.  * The  pious  Exhort- 
ations addrefted  to  Matters  of  Families  in  the 
English  Plantations,  and  proceeding  from  that 
Quarter  to  which  they  more  efpecially  be- 
longed, have  doubtlefs  contributed  to  facilitate 
the  Means  of  Inftrudtion,  and  to  meliorate  the 
Condition  of  the  Negro  Slave.  The  Opinion 
which  had  long  prevailed  among  the  Planters, 
(an  Opinion  not  mere  illiberal  in  its  Origin, 
than  mifehievous  in  its  Confequences)  that  the 
Interefts  of  Matters  of  Plantations  are  at  vari- 
ance with  the  mental  Improvement  of  their 
Slaves,  is,  I truft,  intirely  exploded.  Nor  will 
it  any  longer  be  objected,  that  the  Principles 
and  Duties  of  Chriftianity  are  hoftile  to  the 
Exiftence  of  Slavery,  however  modified.  In 
Truth,  Chriftianity  hath  left  all  temporal  Go- 
vernments as  it  found  them,  without  Impeach- 
ment of  any  Form  or  Defcription  whatever  ; 
inftilling  only  into  the  Minds  of  the  Governors 
and  Governed  the  Love  of  Order,  of  Juftice, 
of  Mercy,  of  Forgivenefs,  of  mutual  Good- 
Will,  of  univerfal  Charity.  If  all  or  any  of 

thefe 

* See  Bittiop  Gibfon’s  Addrefs  to  ferious  Chrifliaiu,  ar.d  Letters 
to  Matters  of  Families  in  the  Englifli  Plantation}, 
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thefe  be  incompatible  with  Slavery,  doubtlefs 
Slavery  is  incompatible  with  the  Chriftian  Re- 
ligion. But  furely  it  will  not  be  argued  by 
thole  who  have  an  Intereft  in  the  Continuance 
of  the  Syftem,  that  the  Slave  Iho'uld  be  ex- 
cluded from  the  Light  of  the  Gofpel,  and  the 
Hope  of  Immortality,  through  the  Merits 
and  Mediation  of  our  BlelTcd  Saviour,  leaft  a 
Knowledge  of  thefe  high  Matters  ffiould  tend 
in  its  immediate  Confequences  to  eai'e  his 
Yoke,  and  to  lighten  his  Burden.  If  however 
there  be  any  one  hardy  enough  to  advance  the 
Argument,  I trull:  there  will  never  be  wanting 
Virtue  in  this  Country  to  draw  it  to  a fhort 
Conclulion : It  cannot  be  a Queftion  with 
Chriftians,  whether  the  Propagation  of  the 
Gofpel  or  the  Syftem  of  Slavery  fhall  be  pre- 
y ferred. 

The  Native  Indian  hath  long  been  the  Ob- 
ject of  our  anxious  Commiferation.  He  is 
ftill  however  far  withdrawn  from  the  Reach  of 
our  good  Offices.  So  long  as  the  Habits  of 
erratic  Life  prevail,  it  will  be  difficult,  if  not 
impoffible,  to  make  any  lafting  Imprelfions 
upon  his  Mind.  The  little  Knowledge  he  may 

C acquire. 
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acquire,  and  the  (mall  Advances  he  may  make 
towards  Civilization,  during  his  Intercourfe 
with  the  European  Settler,  are  prefen tly  ex- 
punged from  his  Recollection  by  the  Return 
of  old  Habits,  and  the  unconquerable  Love  of 
Savage  Life.'  To  this  Evil  I fear  there  is  no 
effectual  Remedy,  but  early  Education.  Under 
this  ConviClion,  great  Strcfs  has  been  laid  on 
the  Edablilbment  of  a Seminary  in  the  Mohawk 
Village,  where  a Tribe  of  Native  Indians  have 
for  fotne  Time  redded.  The  laft  Returns  from 
this  Quarter,  though  very  far  from  fatisfadtory, 
are  by  no  means  calculated  to  promote  De- 
fpondency,  much  lets  to  juftify  a Relinquish- 
ment of  the  Attempt.  It  is  our  belt  Hope,  and 
mud.  not  be  lightly  abandoned.  When  the 
Adult  Indian  profelfes  an  Intention  to  change 
his  Modes  of  Life,  and  to  derive  his  future 
Evidence  frqpi  the  Cultivation  of  Land,  he 
may  be  lidened  to  with  Complacency,  but  he 
cannot,  coi>|Iiieutly  with  the  Experience  we 
have  had  of  'him,  be  implicitly  credited.  In 
the  Event  I fear  it  will  be  found,  that  until 
civilized  America,  in  confcquence  of  her  en- 
creafed  Population,  (hall  dretch  herfelf  into 

the 
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the  Interior  of  the  Country,  and  by  narrowing 
the  Boundaries  of  the  Native  Indian  reduce 
. him  to  the  Necefiity  of  feeking  for  other 
Means  of  Subfiftence  than  thofe  of  the  Chace, 
a Necefiity  which  he  is  fuppofed  already  to 
have  felt  in  fome  Degree  j it  would  be  found  I 
fear  that  there  is  but  little  Reafon  to  expert 
at  his  Hands  a voluntary  Exchange  of  his  in- 
veterate  Habits  of  Pleafure  and  Indolence,  for 
the  Advantages,  however  certain  and  obvious, 
of  regular  and  daily  Labour.  This  radical 
Change  of  Manners  and  Purfuits  can  refult 
alone  from  early  Education  or  extreme  Ne- 
ceflity. 

On  the  whole  then  it  appears,  that  the  Trufi: 
repofed  in  this  Society  is  of  great  Importance, 
and  of  great  Difficulty  : That  many  ofthe 
\ Obftacles  oppofed  to  its  ea  lieft  Efforts  have 
given  way  to  the  Wifdom  and  Firmnefs  with 
which  they  have  been  met:  That  the  United 
States  of  America  afford  a brilliant  and  irrefra- 
gable Proof  of  the  Bleffings  derived  from  its 
Labours  : That  the  Independence  of  the  States, 
and  the  firm  Eftablifhment  of  their  Church, 
have  contracted  the  Field  of  its  Operations  : 
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and  laftly,  that  notwithftanding  the  Extent  of 
its  Authority  be  narrowed,  there  (till  remains 
ample  Room  for  all  its  Exertions. 

If  I were  to  Hate  the  Cireumftances  which, 
next  after  the  Blefting  of  God  upon  our  pious 
Endeavours,  furnifh  to  my  Mind  the  ftrongeft 
Grounds  of  Confidence,  and  the  heft  and  fair- 
eft  Hope  of  future  Succefs,  they  would  be,  the 
Appointment  which  has  lately  taken  place  of  a 
refident  Bifhop  in  Canada,  and  the  Endow- 
ment of  a Seminary  in  America  for  the  Pur- 
pofe  of  fupplying  a Succeflion  of  Candidates 
for  the  Mjniftry  of  the  Church. 

If  it  fhould  be  objetfted  to  us,  that  whilft  we 
are  profefting  to  propagate  the  Gofpel,  we  are  in 
fadl  at  the  fame  Time  recommending  the  Form 
of  Church  Government,  as  eftablifhed  in  this 
Country,  the  Anfwer  I conceive  is  obvious  and 
conclufive.  A Knowledge  of  Chriftianity  cannot 
be  generally  communicated  without  fome  regu- 
lar Syftem  of  Difpcnfation  : Neither  can  it  be 
the  Wifh  of  any  one,  who  is  ferioufly  inclined 
to  the  Propagation  of  the  Gofpel,  that  it  fhould 
be  left  to  the  loofe  and  fcattered  Efforts  of  a 
few  well-difpofed  Individuals.  If  then  any 

Form 
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Form  of  Church  Eilablifhment  be  neceffary, 
what  Form  fo  proper,  what  'to  fit  for  us  to 
recommend,  as  that  which  we  believe  to  be 
the  beft ; the  belt,  as  connected  with  the 
Civil  Government  under  which  we  hvc,  and 
to  the  Dominions  of  which  the  Labours  of 
this  Society  are,  by  Charter,  reftridted. 


An  Abstract  of  the 


CHARTER, 

And  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Society 
for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gofpel  in 
Foreign  Parts,  from  the  19th  Day  of 
February , 1796,  to  the  17th  Day  of 
February , 1797. 

KING  William  III.  was  graciouflypleafed, 
on  the  16th  of  June,  1701,  to  eredt 
and  fettle  a Corporation  with  a 
•perpetual  fuccejjion , by  the  name  of  The  So- 
ciety for  the  Propagation  of  the 
Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts;  for  the  re- 
ceiving, managing,  and  difpofmg  of  the  contri- 
butions of  fucb  perfons  as  would  be  induced  to 
extend  their  charity  towards  the  Maintenance  of 
a Learned  and  an  Orthodox  Clergy,  and  the 
making  of  Juch  other  provifion  as  might  be  neceffary 
for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gofpel  in  Foreign  Parts, 
upon  inj  or  nation,  that  in  many  of  our  Plan- 
tations, Colonies,  and  Factories  be- 
yond the  feas,  the  provifion  for  Minijlers  was 
mean,  and  many  other  of  cur  faid  Planta- 
tions, Colonies,  and  Factories,  were 
wholly  unprovided  of  a maintenance  for  Miniflers, 

and 
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and  the  public  worfhip  of  God ; and  that,  for  lack 
of  fupport  and  maintenance  of  finch,  many  oj 
his  loving  fubjdds  wanted  the  adminijlration  of 
God’s  Word  and  Sacraments,  and  Jeemed  to  be 
abandoned  to  Atheifm  and  Infidelity,  and  others  of 
them  to  Pcpifi  Superfiition  and  Idolatry. 

The  Society  was  compofed,  bv  the  Charter, 
of  the  Chief  Prelates  and  Dignitaries  of  the 
Church,  and  of  feveral  other  Lords,  and  emi- 
nent perfons  in  the  State,  with  a power  to  eledf, 
from  time  to  time,  fuch  others  to  be  Members 
of  the  Corporation,  as  they,  or  the  major  part 
of  them,  fhould  think  beneficial  to  their  chari- 
table deligns,  to  receive  the  donations  of  all 
charitable  and  well-difpofed  perfons  towards  this 
mod:  pious  defign  : And  thro’  an  efpecial  blef- 
hng  this  work  of  the  Lord  hath  all  along  pr  offered 
in  their  hands.  An  infinite  number  of  our  own 
people,  infants  and  adults,  and  many  thoufands 
of  Indians  and  Negroes,  have  been  inftrudted  and 
baptized  into  the  true  faith  of  our  Lord  Jefus 
Chriff.  Great  fums  of  money  have  been  ex- 
pended annually  in  the  diiperfing  of  bibles  and 
common  prayer  books,  with  an  innumerable 
quantity  of  other  books,  and  linall  tradts  of  de- 
votion and  indrudfion.  By  which  there  was  a 
very  hopeful  and  improving  appearance  of  re- 
ligion in  the  public  worfhip  of  God,  according 
to  the  Liturgy  of  the  Church  of  England,  in  a 
great  number  of  chuiches  in  America,  under  the 
<iiredtion  of  this  Corporation,  and  in  others 

which 
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which  were  raifed  by  their  means,  before  the 
reparation  from  this  country. 

The  Society,  as  their  Charter  directs,  give  an 
annual  account  to  the  Lord  High  Chancellor, 
the  Lord  Chief  Jultice  of  the  Kings  Bench,  and 
the  Lord  Chief  Jultice  of  the  Common  Picas,  of 
the  feveral  fums  of  money  by  them  received, 
and  laid  out,  and  of  the  management  and  dif- 
poiition  of  the  revenues  of  the  Corporation : 
An  Abltradt  of  which,  and  of  their  proceedings, 
they  annually  publiih,  and  take  this  opportunity 
of  returning  their  mod;  hearty  thanks  for  the 
particular  Benefactions  and  Legacies  which  were 
received  in  the  year  1796,  viz.

' Befides  this  the  Society  are  at  confiderable 
expence  in  furnifhing  each  new  Million  with 
a Library,  and  in  continually  fupplying  their 
Miflionaries  with  bibles,  prayer-books,  and 
fmall  religious  tradls,  to  diftribute  among  their 
people,  as  occalions  require;  and  in  gratuities 
for  extraordinary  fervices.  And  as  the  Society 
generally  receive  from  their  Miftionaries  ac- 
counts of  their  proceedings,  and  of  the  ftate 
of  their  feveral  Millions,  it  is  thought  proper 
to  publilli  the  following  Abftradt  of  fuch 
informations  as  were  received  from  the  Mif- 
lionaries in  the  year  1796. 
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Newfoundland. 

The  great  and  general  alarm  which  the 
attempt  of  the  French  Fleet  on  this  Coad  oc- 
caiioned  lad  fummer  has  been  home  impedi- 
ment to  the  regular  correfpondence  of  the 
Miffionaries  with  the  Society. 

No  letter  has  been  received  from  Mr.  Evans, 
Millionary  at  Placentia. 

By  a letter  from  Mr.  Harries*  Miffionary  at 
St.  John’s,  of  the  Sth  of  December  lad,  the 
Society  were  concerned  to  learn,  that  on  ac- 
count of  fome  difference  of  opinion  refpeeding 
the  new  Church  to  be  built,  they  had  not  yet 
entered  upon  the  work  ; the  more  to  be  la- 
mented, as  there  had  been  a great  influx  of 
people  from  the  Out-Harbors,  which,  with  the 
new  raifed  Regiment,  has  added  very  con- 
fiderably  to  the  population  of  St.  John’s. 

In  the  courfe  of  the  year  he  had  baptiled  61 
children;  married  21  couple;  and  buried  149 
corpfes.  Which  great  encreafe  in  the  Burials 
has  been  owing  to  the  violence  with  which  the 
Mealies  raged  there  laft  fummer.  The  date  of 
his  Million  in  other  refpedts  has  admitted  of 
no  alteration. 

By  two  letters  received  from  Mr.  Jenner, 
Miffionary  at  Harbor  Grace,  &c.  the  Society 
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arc  allured  of  the  diligent  attention  of  Mr.  Lam- 
pcn  to  his  School,  That,  conformably  to  the 
directions  of  the  Society,  he  teaches  the  poor 
children  to  read,  and  to  fay  their  prayers  and 
catechifm  ; and  has  taken  eight  to  inltrudt  as 
far  as  is  fufficient,  and  then  he  will  take  eight 
others,  occalionally  examining  thofe  he  has 
before  inftrudted.  He  teaches  41  Day-Scho- 
lars, 8 in  an  evening,  and  8 on  the  Society’s 

Mr.  Jenner  has  in  the  laid  year  baptifed  4$$ 
married  12  couple;  and  buried  1 1 corpfes.  He 
has  had  ferious  converiation  with  many  of  his 
people,  on  the  fubjedt  of  coming  to  the  Sacra- 
ment, and  has  the  l'atisfadtion  to  find,  that  the 
number  of  Communicants  has  encreafed  lix  in 
the  la  ft'  year.  His  Congregation  alio  is  en- 
creafed. From  a lift  of  all  the  Inhabitants  in 
the  feveral  Harbors,  it  appears,  that  there  are 
4248  Proteftants,  and  1635  Roman  Catholics. 
In  all  5883. 

The  Rev.  Ms.  Clinch,  Mifiionary  at  Trinity, 
has  acquainted  the  Society,  that  in  the  month 
of  Aug  toft  laft  he  vilited  Old  Perlican,  Green- 
Pond,  and  Bonavifta,  agreeably  to  their  di- 
rections, and  at  the  laft  place  baptifed  ^chil- 
dren, preached  to  a large  Congregation,  and 
adminiltered  the  Sacrament  to  a few  Communi- 
cants. 

He  makes  mention  of  the  particular  atten- 
tion of  Mr.  Bemifter  to  the  duties  of  his  Office, 
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and  that  the  children  under  his  care  make  aa 
altonilhing  progrefs  in  reading  and  writing. 

His  year's  Notitia  Hands  thus:  Baptilins, 
32  infants  and  1 adult;  Marriages,  8 ; Burials, 
13;  Communicants,  28.  The  number  of  reli- 
dent  families  nearly  the  fame  as  before.  That 
they  are  all  very  regular  in  their  attendance  on 
Divine  Service. 

Nova  Scotia. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Stanfer,  Mitlionary  at  Halifax, 
continues  his  ufual  diligence  in  the  diicharge 
of  a very  laborious  duty.  In  the  laft  half  year 
he  bap  tiled  80  infants,  and  1 adult;  married 
27  couple;  and  buried  52  corpfes;  not  in- 
cluding the  Garrifon.  The  Communicants  are 
numerous  and  encrealing. 

No  great  alteration  has  been,  or  can  be  ex- 
pected in  the  older  Millions. 

Mr.  Inglis,  Millionary  at  Granville,  writes, 
that  his  Million  is  in  an  encrealing  way,  and 
he  has  removed  to  an  houfe  in  the  centre  of 
the  parilh,  - which  makes  his  duty  more  ealy, 
as  it  faves  him  the  riding  twelve  miles  every 
third  Sunday.  He  gives  a good  account  of  the 
School  under  Mr.  Kerr,  who  had  brought  for- 
ward 20  children,  Boys  and  Girls,  who  re- 
peated the  Catechifm  in  the  Church,  the  Sun- 
day preceding  the  date  of  his  letter,  to  the 
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full  fatisfadtion  of  the  Miniher  and  Congre- 
gation. And  indeed,  all  the  Miffionaries  bear 
ample  teftimony  to  the'  good  conduct  of  the 
Schoolmafters  in  their  refpedtive  Diftridts. 

The  Society  have  had  thoughts  of  employing 
women  to  teach  the  younger  children  of  the 
poor,  which  the  Bifhop  of  Nova  Scotia  much 
approves  of,  but  has  not  yet  been  able  to  find 
any  properly  qualified  for  the  talk. 

There  have  been  fome  removals  of  School- 
mafters. Mr.  Addifon  has  quitted  the  School 
at  Aylesford,  and  Mr.  Thomas  Tupper  is  ap- 
pointed in  his  room  ; Mr.  Fox  has  removed 
to  Cape  Breton,  and  Mr.  Twining  the  Mif- 
fionary will  take  care  to  fill  his  place  as  foon 
as  poffible.  He  acquaints  the  Society,  that 
the  courfe  of  his  miniftration  has  been  uni- 
formly the  fame  as  in  former  years,  and  that 
perfedt  harmony  prevails  among  his  parifhion- 
ers.  Fie  had  baptifed  17  ; married  15  couples 
buried  2.  Communicants,  31. 

Mr.  Viets,  Mifiionary  at  Digby,  continues 
to  tranfmit  the  fame  favourable  account  as  be- 
fore of  his  Million,  which  is  in  an  improving 
fhte  in  every  refpedt.  He  adds,  that  there  is 
a very  attentive  and  exemplary  Congregation 
at  Clements,  and  alfo  at  Siffaboo,  and  its 
vicinity.  That  he  vifits  Brier  and  Long 
Ifland  occafionally,  and  in  the  whole  extent  of 
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all  thefe  Settlements,  he  has,  fince  his  coming 
there  in  July,  1786,  baptifed  76  adults,  and 
6c8  infants;  married  121  couple;  and  buried 
146.  But  he  complains,  as  others  alio  do,  of 
the  high  price  of  every  article  of  life,  and  the 
great  difficulties  which  thole  who  have  nume- 
rous families  have  to  druggie  with.  Therefore 
the  Society,  having  taken  into  consideration  the 
cxtenlivenefs  of  his  Million,  and  li is  long  and 
faithful  fervices,  have  granted  him  a Gratuity 
of  30/. 

Mr.  Rowland,  of  Shelburne,  acquaints  the 
Society,  that  his  people  give  regular  attend- 
ance, and  behave  with  great  propriety  in  Di- 
vine Service.  His  year’s  Notitia  Hands  thus  : 
Baptifms,  106  infants,  and  1 adult;  Marriages, 
1 3;  Burials,  21 ; Communicants,  74;  of  whom 
12  received  the  firft  time  on  lad  Eafter-Day. 

The  Vedry  have  made  propofals  for  an  houfe 
for  the  Miiiionary. 

From  leveral  letters  of  Mr.  Millidge,  Mif- 
lionary  at  W edmorland,  the  Society  are  allured 
of  his  regular  difeharge  of  his  duty,  and  of 
the  happinefs  he  derives  from  the  approbation 
of  his  people.  In  the  fummer  he  extends  his 
fervices  to  feveral  diftant  parts.  He  preached 
at  five  different  places  to  large  audiences,  and 
was  very  much  pleafed  with  his  reception  at  a 
Settlement  on  the  river  Feticodiac,  where  he 
thinks  a good  Church  may  in  time  be  efta- 
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bliffied.  He  made  ufe  of  the  new  Church 
at  Westmorland  lad  fummer,  which,  if  the 
abilities  of  the  people  had  been  equal  to 
their  inclinations,  would  have  been  compleatly 
finished. 

Mr.  Wifwall,  Miffionary  at  Aylesford  and 
Wilmot,  has  informed  the  Society,  that  his 
Congregation  encreafes  at  Wilmot,  but  declines 
at  Aylesford.  The  Settlers  at  Wilmot  Moun- 
tain, commonly  called  Henley,  have  fo  en- 
creafed,  that  when  he  officiates  there  he  has  a 
numerous  Congregation,  more  than  the  School- 
Houfe,  the  largeSt  room  in  the  Settlement,  can 
accommodate.  He  was  therefore  obliged  in  the 
fummer  to  do  duty  in  a new  barn. 

Mr.  Cropley,  the  Schoolmaster,  divides  his 
time  between  Wilmot  and  Henley.  While  he 
is  at  the  latter,  he  reads  the  Church  Service  and 
a Sermon  on  Sundays  in  the  School-houfe,  and 
Mr.  Wifwall  vifits  them  two  or  three  Sundays 
in  the  fummer,  and  catechiles  and  baptifes 
their  children.  In  the  laSt  half  year  he  bap- 
tifed  13  children  (11  of  them  at  Wilmot;) 
married  5 couple ; and  buried  2 women,  one  of 
the  age  of  ninety-four. 

The  Society,  after  much  careful  investi- 
gation, have  been  able  to  fend  out  two  new 
Missionaries  to  Nova  Scotia,  Mr.  Norris  and 
Mr.  King ; the  former  to  be  fixed  in  fuch  place 
as  the  Bifhop  of  Nova  Scotia  may  judge  moll 
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4'uitable ; and  the  latter  to  the  Million  of 
Douglas  and  Rawdon ; the  former  having 
■earneftly  exprefled  their  wiflies  for  this  events 
and  to  induce  the  Society  to  comply  with 
them,  had  engaged  to  improve  the  Glebe,  and 
to  eiedt  a Parfonage  Houle  upon  it,  and  till 
that  could  be  effedled,  to  hire  an  houfe  for  the 
Millionary.  Of  courfe,  Newport,  which  was 
thought  to  be  at  too  great  a diftance  for  the 
fame  Millionary  to  take  the  charge  of,  is  again 
put  under  the  care  of  the  Miffionary  at  Wind- 
for,  as  it  before  was,  till  the  late  Mr.  Ellis 
was  rendered,  by  ill  health  and  age,  unable  to 
attend  it. 

Thefe  are  very  refpedtable  and  encreafmg 
■Settlements,  and  are  contiguous  to  another 
populous  Settlement,  called  Cobequid. 

A SchoolmaRer  is  alfo  appointed  at  Onflow, 
which  is  in  the  fame  vicinity. 

There  are  feveral  other  places  in  Nova  Sco- 
tia, which  theBilhop  has  pointed  out  as  proper 
objedls  of  the  Society’s  concern. 

The  Bifltop  has  given  his  teftimony  to  the 
Society  of  the  good  condudt  of  all  their  Mif- 
lionaries. 

New  Brunfwick. 

Two  letters  have  been  received  from  Dr. 
Byles,  Miffionary  at  St.  John’s,  by  which  it 
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appears,  that  he  had  baptifed  in  the  year  58 
infants ; married  28  couple ; and  buried  1 1 
corpfes;  and  that  feveral  perfons  had  been 
added  to  Communion.  That  he  has  fleadily 
attended  to  the  duties  of  his  Million,  officiating 
« to  a mod:  refpedfable  Congregation,  and  which 
is  univerfally  allowed  to  be  the  larged  in  the 
•four  remaining  Britifh  Provinces.  No  exer- 
tions fhall  be  wanting  in  him  to  promote  the 
common  intereft  of  religion  and  virtue. 

The  Society  were  glad  to  be  adored  by 
Mr.  Andrews,  Miffionary  at  St.  Andrew’s,  un- 
der his  own  hand,  that  his  health  was  fo  much 
improved,  that  he  had  been  able  the  year  pad 
to  go  through  the  duties  of  his  Million,  and  to 
• officiate  every  Sunday,  one  excepted.  He  has 
had  feveral  new  Communicants  ; has  baptifed 
46  infants,  and  4 adults;  married  4 couple; 
and  buried  4 corpfes. 

Mr.  Clarke,  Miffionary  at  GageTown,  writes 
in  his  letter  of  the  25th  of  September,  J796, 
that  he  had  made  a vilit  again  to  the  head  of 
the  Grand  Lake,  where  he  paffied  one  Sunday, 
and  part  of  the  following  week,  and  preached, 
and  baptifed  22  children,  and  one  black  adult. 
Since  June,  179 5,  he  had  baptifed  82  infants, 
and  21  adults;  married  21  couple;  and  buried 
6 corpfes.  Communicants,  30.  - 
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No  letter  has  been  received  from  Mr.  Pidgeon, 
Mifiionary  at  Frederidton,  but  one  of  fo  dis- 
tant a date  as  December  29,  1795,  by  which 
t lie  Society  are  informed,  that  his  reception 
there  in  July  preceding  had  been  equal  to  his 
molt  fanguine  willies,  and  that  his  appoint- 
ment had  met  with  the  general  approbation. 
That  the  Congregation  had  been  much  en- 
creafed  lince  he  was  there  in  17 94;  their  at- 
tendance was  very  exemplary,  and  on  Sunday 
evenings  he  catechifes  upwards  of  30  children. 
His  Nqtitia  for  the  lalt  half  year  . Hands  thus: 
Baptifms,  10  children  and  2 adults ; Marriages, 
6,  and  1 black  couple;  Burials,  10.  Com- 
municants on  Chrillmas  Day,  48. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Dibblee,  Millionary  at  Wood- 
ftock,  6cc.  complains,  in  his  letter  of  Novem- 
ber 10,  1795,  that  he  had  not  received  any 
anfwer  to  the  letters  he  had  before  written, 
which  mull  be  owing,  to  mifearriage  of  feveral 
that  were  fent.  But  this  has  been  a common 
accident  lince  the  war.  He  acquaints  the  So- 
ciety, that  Judge  Saunders,  a Gentleman  of 
great  property  in  Prince  William  and  Queen- 
borough,  has  engaged  to  build  a Church  in 
the  former ; and  the  Inhabitants  of  the  lower 
part  of  Prince  William,  Queenborough,  and 
King’s  Clear  have  undertaken  to  purchafe  a 
large  houfe  and  barn,  with  500  acres  of  land, 
(part  cleared)  as  a Glebe  for  that  part  of  the 
Million.  The  houfe  will  anfwer  for  a Church 
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’till  one -can  be  built,  and  in  which  they  now 
meet,  when  he  attends  at  QueenborOugh.  That 
in  the  courle  of  his  duty  he  had  baptiled  202 
children,  and  31  adults;  married  23  couple-; 
and  buried  only  one.  Communicants,  40.  He 
renews  his  petition  for  books,  which  were  fent 
fo me  time  before,  and  it  is  hoped  that  they  have 
reached  him  long  before  this,  as  Dr.  Byles  has 
advifed  the  Society  of  their  fife  arrival  at 
St-  John’s- 

No  letters  have  come  to  hand  this  year  from 
Mr.  ScQvil  or  Mr.  Arnold. 

Canada. 

Tvro  letters  have  come  to  hand  from  die  Rev. 
Mr.  Stuart,  Miffionary  at  Kingfton,  one  dated 
July  27,  and  the  other  November  14,  1796 ; from 
which  the  Society  are  informed,  that  the  date  of 
his  Million  has  had  littlevalteration.  That  in  the 
•courle  of  the  year  he  had  baptiled  38  children:; 
married  8 couple;  and  buried  18  corpfes. 
That  he  had  found  it  very  difficult  to  procure 
a Schoolmafter  for  the  Mohawks,  of  any  tole- 
rable character;  but  after  much  fcarch,  and 
fome  difappointment,  he  has*at  length  agreed 
with  one  William  Beil  to  undertake  the  office, 
who  is  reprefented  as  a fober  man,  and  appa- 
rently preferable  to  any  of  the  number  of 
Candidates  who  offered,  and  moreover,  is  very 
acceptable  to  the  Mohawks  themfelves.  He 
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was  to  open  the  School  on  the  15th  of  lall 
November. 

The  uncertain  Rate  of  his  health,,  during  tire 
greateft  part  of  the  fummer,  prevented  him 
from  vifiting  the  diffimt  Settlements ; but 
being  perfectly  reftored,  he  had  a profpedt  of 
making  up  for  that,  deficiency  in  the  winter 
feafon. 

Mr.  Langhorn,  of  Erneft  Town,  continues 
his  fame  regular  courfe  of'  duty,  and  the  ftate 
of  his  Million  has  admitted  of  little  variation 
in  any  refpeft. 

Nor  has  there  been  any  more  alteration  in 
the  Million  of  William  Henry,  which  is  fo 
diligently  filled  by  Mr.  Doty,  who  writes,  that 
forne  few  have  removed  to  Upper  Canada,  but 
their  places  have  been  fupplied  by  new  Settlers. 

He  had  baptifed  20  infants,  and  1 adult  ; 
married  1 couple  and  buried  4 infants,  and  2 
adults.  Out  of  the  parilh  he  had  baptifed  12 
infants  ; and  married  4 couple. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Addifon,  Miffionary  at  Nia- 
gara, acquaints  the  Society,  in  his  letter  of  the 
27th  of  June,  1796,  that  in  his  laft  journey  to 
the  Mohawks,  he  baptifed  18  Indians,  3 Ne- 
groes, and  32  Whites.  Captain  Brant  inter- 
preted for  him.  Their  ferious  deportment  and 
devotion  is  exemplary,  and  be  has- 18  Com- 
municants as  pious  and  confcientious  as  can  be 
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found  in  any  Chriftian  Congregation.  The 
whole  of  his  Baptifms  fince  his  laft  amount  to 
1 21.  Marriages,  4 ; Burials,  16  s Communi- 
cants at  Niagara,  14. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Jehofaphat  Mountain,  Af- 
fiftant  atTrois  Rivieres,  acquaints  the  Society, 
in  his  letter  of  the  25th  of  February,..  1796, 
that  the  number  of  Proteftants  in  that  Diftridt 
is  very  fmall,  not  exceeding  203.  But  it  is 
hoped  it  will  encreafe,  as  feveral  Proteftant 
Families  are  fearching  for  houfes  to  refide  in. 
fie  begs  to  aflure  the  Society,  that  he  (hall 
omit  no  exertions  which  may  promote  the  en- 
creafe of  it,  by  a diligent  attention  to  his 
duty.  That  Divine  Service  has  for  fome  years 
paft  been  performed  in  the  Court  Houfe,  but 
at  his  requeft  the  Engineers  employed  by  Go- 
vernment to  repair  the  building  have  feparated 
a part  of  it  for  a Church,  which  has  been 
fin  idled,  fo  as  to  give  it  a proper  appearance, 
at  the  expence  of  the  Bifhop  of  Quebec. 
Mr.  Veyfiere,  himfelf,  and  the  parishioners, 
have  built  feats.  That  he  frequently  vifits  the 
Proteftants  at  Machichc  and  Riviere  du  Houp. 
He  administers  the  Sacrament  once  a quarter. 
When  he  firft  came,  the  Communicants  were 
only  3 or  4,  but  to  his  great  fatisfadtion  they 
amounted  to  18  on  Chritlmas  Day.'  He  bap- 
tiled,  in  the  laft  half  year,  7;  married  2; 
buried  j. 
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Cape  Breton. 

By  a letter  from  Mr.  Coffit,  Miilionary  at 
Sydney  Town,  the  Society  are  informed,  that 
in  the  year  he  had  baptilld  19  infants,  and 
married  7 couple.  That  his  Congregation  is 
very  fm  ill,  but  he  officiates  once  a month  at 
Spam  m River,  7 miles  diftant  from  Sydney. 
He  had  alio,  at  the  requell:  of  Mr.  James  Mil- 
ler, 1 1 is  Majefty’s  Superintendant  of  the  Coal- 
Mines,  (about  9 miles  off)  vifited  the  Miners, 
did  duty  on  two  Sundays,  and  agreed  to  of- 
ficiate there  four  Sundays  in  the  year,  to  the 
great  fatisfadtion  of  the  Miners.  Once  a year 
he  vifits  Main  a Dieu,  a filhing  Harbor,  30 
miles  diftant  by  land,  and  50  by  water. 

Bahamas. 

The  Society  have  had  the  fatisfadtion  of 
being  able  to  l'upply  the  two  vacant  parilhes  of 
Exuma  and  the  Caicos  by  two  refpedtable 
Clergymen  from  this  Country,  Mr.  William 
Huntridge  Moore,  a Curate  in  the  Diocefe  of 
Exeter;  and  Mr.  Henry  Jenkins,  a Curate  in 
the  Diocefe  of  Chichefter  ; who  went  out  laft 
year,  and  of  whofe  fafe  arrival  the  Society  have 
juft  had  advice,  though  net  without  expe- 
riencing fome  difficulties,  difappointments  and 
dangers,  in  their  voyage. 

Mr.  Moore  arrived  at  Charles  Town,  in  his 

way 
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way  to  the  Bahamas,  in  the  middle  of  OCtobe^ 
laft,  after  a long  and  dangerous  paffage  ©f  ten 
weeks.  There  he  found  that  a malignant  fever 
had  been  raging  with  great  violence,  and  had 
proved  fatal,  in  the  lpace  of  fix  weeks,  to 
about  800  white  people  -y  from  the  remains  of 
which  contagion  he  did  not  altogether  efcape, 
having  been  very  ill  for  two  days,  and  fuifered 
much  from  the  feverity  of  the  attack. 

In  that  Town,  contrary  to  all  expectation, 
he  was  detained  a full  month,  not  a fingle 
vefiel  having  failed  in  all  that  time  to  the  Ba- 
hamas. Next,  in  his  paffage  to  NafTau,  the 
fhip  proving  very  leaky,  and  the  lea  running 
very  high  off  Harbor  Bland,  very  narrowly 
efcaped  foundering.  In  confideration  of  all 
t-hefe  unfortunate  circumltances,  and  the  great 
expence  incurred  by  his  long  ffay  at  Charles 
Town,  the  Society  have  judged  proper  to 
allow  him  a Gratuity  of  40/. 

He  found  that  the  Church  at  Exurna  was 
not  yet  finished.  As  Great  Exurna  is  too  ex- 
tenfive  for  all  the  Inhabitants-  to  aflemble  in 
©ne  fpot,  he  purpofes  to  officiate  in  divers 
parts,  and  alfo  to  vifit  Long  Ifiand  cocalionally, 
till  Tome  Miniffer  arrives  there  y for,  to  the 
equal  furprizeof  the  Inhabitants  of  that  Bland, 
and  of  the  Society,  Mr.  Rofe,  who  received  his 
appointment  nearly  two  years  ago,  and  thanked 
the  Society  for  it,  has  never  yet  come  there,  nor 
could  any  pcrfon  there  know  or  conjecture 
where  he  is. 


Several 
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Several  letters  have  been  received  from  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Gordon,  Midionary  at  Harbor  Illand, 
by  which  the  Society  are  informed,  that  he 
failed  in  October,  179 5,  from  Exuma  to  Long 
Ifland,  where  he  baptiled  fome  white  children, 
and  a Mulatto  woman,  and  performed  Divine 
Service  at  two  different  Settlements  on  two 
Sundays.  That,  on  the  Sunday  after  his  ar- 
rival at  Harbor  Ifland,  he  preached  at  a place 
called  Spanith  Wells,  to  about  20  perfons. 
That  from  Advent  -to  Epiphany  he  had  a 
Congregation  of  about  20a,  and  adminiftered 
•the  Sacrament  at  Chriftmas  to  1 5 perfons.  That 
in  January,  1796,  he  failed  to  that  town,  and 
from  thence  to  the  Eafternmoft  Settlement  of 
Tlcuthera,  calLed  Wreck’s  Sound,  where  he  -> 
pafled  two  weeks.  The  next  five  he  fpent  in 
vifiting  all  the  other  Settlements  of  that  part 
of  Eleuthera  which  is  now  called  St.  Patrick’s 
Parifh.  The  number  of  fouls  there  about  1000. 
The  Whites  are  about  548,  and  the  Blacks  452.; 
of  whom  15  are  free.  At  Wreck’s  Sound  there 
are  244  Whites,  and  61  Blacks.  He  baptifed 
there  1 3 White  and  4 Negro  infants,  and  a free 
Negro  man,  and  had  a Congregation  on  Sun- 
days of  about  50  perfons.  He  has  alfo  viiited 
feveral  other  places.

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The  Society,  from  their  firft  inftitution,  ta- 
king into  their  ferious  confideration  the  abfolute 
neceffity  there  is,  that  thofe  Clergymen,  who 
fhall  be  lent  abroad,  fhotild  be  duly  qualified  for 
the  work  to  which  they  are  appointed,  defire 
every  one,  who  recommends  any  perfon  to  them 
for  that  purpofe,  to  teftify  their  knowlege,  as 
to  the  following  particulars :

And  the  Society  requell:  all  perfons  concerned, 
that  they  recommend  no  man  out  of  favor  or 
aftedion.  Or  any  other  worldly  confideration,  but 
with  a fincere  regard  to  the  honor  of  Almighty 
God,  and  our  blefied  Savior  ; as  they  tender 
die  intereft  of  the  Chriflian  Religion,  and  the 
gpud  of  mens  fouls. 


But 
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But  if  any  perfon  fhould  appear  abroad  in 
the  character  of  a Clergyman  of  the  Church  of 
England , and  difgrace  that  profeflion  by  im- 
proper behavior,  the  Society  defire  their  friends 
to  examine,  if  they  can,  into  his  Letters  of 
Orders,  and  to  inlped:  the  lift  of  the  Mif- 
lionaries  annually  publifhed  by  the  Society,  by 
which  it  will  be  found,  that  he  came  thither 
without  their  knowlege  ; or  if  it  fhould  hap- 
pen otherwife,  they  will,  upon  due information, 
put  away  from  them  that  wicked  perfon.
